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Sumpter Trustee William Hamm dies Friday at his home

Sumpter Township Trustee William 
Hamm died suddenly of an apparent heart 
attack early Friday at his home, sending 
township residents who knew him into 
shock. He was 60 years old. 

His wife Chris said she tried to wake him 
to give him his medication around 2:30 
a.m. and couldn’t rouse him. He could not 
be revived with CPR. 

He was pronounced dead at his home. 

Trustee Hamm was absent from the 
Tuesday, Oct. 13, township meeting and 
board members were following his progress 
through a back operation by way of text 
reports from Chris. Finally, there was word 
that he was out of surgery and doing fine. 

He came home from the hospital on 
Thursday and died the next morning. 

Trustee Hamm was also a member of the 
paid-per-call Sumpter Fire Department and 
Chris recently completed training for the 
fire department, as well. 

After hearing of Hamm ’s death on Friday, 


34" District Court Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green called Hamm a public servant to the 
highest degree, noting 
he and his wife gave a 
lot to the community. 

Judge Green said her 
most recent contact 
with Hamm had been 
when she went to a 
Sumpter Township 
meeting to swear in 
Patrick Gannon as Trustee/Fire Fighter 
Police Lieutenant. William Hamm 

She said the next day Hamm sent her a text 
message that said he was so glad she came 
out to swear Gannon in and Hamm wanted 
Judge Green to swear him in when he is 
elected President of the United States. 
“That was a reflection of Bill's character," 

Judge Green said, adding he joked a lot and 
had a great personality. 

"['ve never heard anyone say anything 
against him," she said. 

34% District Court Judge David Parrott 
also remembered Hamm fondly. After the 


funeral, he said, ^When I heard the news 
on Friday I was shocked. Quite simply, Bill 
Hamm was an all-around great guy, friend 
and supporter that I and everyone who 
knew him will miss deeply. Most tragic is 
the deep loss to Chris and his family, but 
also to an entire community that came to 
rely on his good nature and helpful ways. 
May he rest in peace." 

Township Supervisor John Morgan said 
Hamm was an asset to the township in 
many ways. He recalled how Hamm took a 
machine and dragged the beach at Banotai 
Park and didn't even say he did it. He just 
did it because it needed doing. 

Supervisor Morgan said Hamm and 
his wife Chris would pick up trash at the 
park and they volunteered to do whatever 
needed doing. 

“He was an all-around real, good guy,” 
Supervisor Morgan said. He said Hamm 
was appointed trustee on April 16, 2008 
and was elected to office in 2008 and 2012. 
He became a fire fighter in 2008. 

A large crowd attended Sunday’s viewing 


at David C. Brown Funeral home and 
on Monday it was a standing-room-only 
funeral. 

The Fire Department did a last call for 
Hamm and the Huron Valley Ambulance 
Honor Guard was on duty. Big fire trucks 
from Sumpter Township and the City 
of Belleville flanked the funeral home’s 
parking lot. 

Lots of kind words about Hamm were 
said, amidst tears, at the service and then 
people moved on to Tin Pan restaurant in 
Sumpter Township for a wake. 

During the funeral Hamm was eulogized 
by Sumpter Township Trustee Peggy 
Morgan. 

“Ihave known Bill for almost two decades 
and had the pleasure of working with him 
for almost eight years," Trustee Morgan 
said. “Bill Hamm was a friend to all he met 
and made everyone's life that much better 
by just being in it." 

Morgan listed the things Hamm had done

Community joins to help son of woman killed in accident

Vonda Wieczorek, 57, of Van Buren 
Township, died Oct. 13 after being struck 
at about 12:48 p.m. by a box truck along 
the I-94 North Service Drive, between 
Morton Taylor and Belleville roads. 

She was walking as she often did with her 
25-year-old son Jack Anthony Wieczorek, 
called “J.J.”. People in the community said 
they saw her and J.J. walking together over 
the years, for they had no car. 

Motorists said they remember always 
seeing her on the side of the traffic with 
JJ. inside, protecting him. And, they 
always walked on the shoulder, never the 
roadway. 

When word of her death was passed 
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around in the Belleville community, there 
was shock and sadness. People had seen 
the two walking together for many years 
and felt they knew them. 

Kathleen Springer of VBT immediately 
set up a crowdfunding account for J.J. on 
Facebook and money started pouring in. 
As of Wednesday morning, the amount 
was $7,968 of a $4,000 goal. 

There are many comments on the internet, 
with one saying the person had seen the 
two walking together many times and she 
wished she had reached out to them sooner. 
Some benefit events for the family are in 
the planning stages. Donations are also 
being taken at David C. Brown Funeral 
Home, where funeral services were held 
on Tuesday. 
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J.J., a 2008 graduate of Belleville High 
School who suffers from  Asperger's 
syndrome, is taking a computer class at 
Wayne County Community College on 
Haggerty Road and Vonda walked with him 
to campus from their Archwood apartment. 
She sat outside the classroom waiting for 
him and then they walked home. 

He is a high-functioning person and very 
smart. A trust has been set up for him. 

A channel 2 TV report on the accident 
showed the truck and it belonged to Dudek 
Heating and Cooling of Sumpter Township. 
The48-year-old driverimmediately stopped 
after the accident, called for an ambulance, 
and is cooperating with police. 

A channel 7 TV report on the fund raising 
featured Springer and Jack W. Wieczorek, 
Vonda's husband of 29 years, who said 
he was overwhelmed at the community 
support for his family. 

Springer told the TV reporter that hearing 
of the accident was heart-breaking to her 
because she had seen the two together 
many times. 


Jack said his wife was very protective of 
their son. 

At the funeral home on Sunday a former 
neighbor said Jack was a very friendly 
person and a “Jack of all trades" and helped 
people with their auto repairs and decks. 

She said she first met Vonda and JJ when 
they were sitting together reading on the 
porch at the Belleville library. She said she 
first walked by and then was struck by the 
welcoming atmosphere around them. She 
went back and they started talking, forming 
a friendship of many years. 

Jack said he used to be a truck driver and 
never was much of a walker. He said Vonda 
loved to walk and walk she did. 

They have lived in several apartment 
complexes over the years, including 
Parkwood, Belle Villa, Lake Villa, and 
now Archwood, so the walking routes have 
varied. 

JJ said the classes at WCCC are difficult, 
but he is able to do the work. 

Van Buren Township Police continue to 
investigate the accident.

Lisa Sullivan tries to 
persuade city council to 
go against Master Plan

At Monday’s meeting of the Belleville 
City Council, Lisa Sullivan of Van Buren 
Township got up during a public comments 
part of the meeting to tell the council why 
its Master Plan was wrong. 

Sullivan, who was turned down by the 
planning commission, explained that she 
wanted to build a one-story business at 533 
Main Street, but the planners are sticking 
with the Master Plan that says it must be a 
two-story building. 

At first, she said she had purchased 
the property and later said she intends to 
purchase the property, which was the office 
of the late Chesley Odom and before that a 
Detroit Edison office. 

She said, even though she was turned 
down by the planning commission, she 
thought she’d tell the council what she 
wants to do, since it is a unique, lakeside 
property. She presented a bulky plan to 
each member of the council and later said 
they could keep them since they were a gift 
of “Mr. Davenport.” 

Sullivan was told to go to the Building 
Official first, get a site plan, and then go 
to the Board of Zoning Appeals to try 
to overturn the planning commission 
decision. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said, “We spent 
a lot of time developing the Master Plan 


and downtown ordinance ... You can’t 
overturn that in one day ... but there are 
unique circumstances here ... I applaud 


you for moving forward.” 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

* Unanimously approved a contract with 
GELC (Government Employees Labor 
Council) representing the DPS and clerical 
employees. The union has yet to ratify the 
contract, so no details were announced. 
The council’s vote was taken after a closed- 
door session; 

* Approved a budget amendment to 
purchase the workstation and server 
computer system. The total cost was 
allocated as follows: General Fund, $5,740; 
Water & Sewer $3,075; and Building Fund, 
$800; and 

* Approved the Fire Department's request 
to close part of Second Street from 5 to 7 
p.m. on Oct. 30, during trick or treat on 
Main Street, so they could hand out candy to 
kids and display a fire truck. They also will 
be giving out cider, coffee and doughnuts 
at city hall as they have in the past; 

* Took no action on the proposed Jingle 
Bell - 5K Fun Run/Walk on Dec. 5 because 
no one from the Van Buren Public Schools 
Education Foundation was present to make 
the request.

Judge Green moves Chapman DNA case to Oakley

34" District Court Judge Brian A. Oakley 
is scheduled to hear the misdemeanor case 
on Oct. 21 against James Forrest Chapman, 
55, for refusing to give a sample for DNA 
profiling after his arrest on a felony. 

Chapman was charged with a felony, 
aggravated stalking, by Van Buren Police 
and he is out wearing a GPS tether on that 
charge as it progresses in circuit court. 

He is also charged with a second offense, a 
misdemeanor, for refusing to give a sample 
for DNA profiling after he was arrested for 
stalking. That bond is $1,000/10%. 

Chapman posted $25,000/10% bond 
for the original charge. He originally was 
being held on $25,000 cash bond but at 
his probable cause conference on Aug. 26 
before Judge Green, she authorized pretrial 
services to review the bond. 

Chapman's preliminary exam on the 
felony was set Sept. 2 before Judge David 
Parrott, and Chapman waived his exam and 
the case was sent on to circuit court. A jury 
trial has been set for Dec. 1 before Judge 
Margaret Van Houten, who has set his final 
pre-trial conference for Nov. 6. 

Also at the Sept. 2 session, Judge Parrott 
set a motion hearing for the DNA charge 
on Oct. 14 for Chapman's attorney John 
Day. 

At that Oct. 14 session, Day presented 
a motion asking Judge Parrott to recuse 
himself from hearing the case because he 

s "prejudiced." Judge Parrott said he 
wasn't prejudiced and turned down the 
motion. 

Attorney Day said he would appeal that to 
Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green and Judge 


Parrott said that was fine with him. 

"Basically, the file was brought to me and 
I held an immediate hearing," Judge Green 
told the Independent. 

"The real reason I overturned Judge 
Parrott’s decision was to defuse the 
situation that was developing,” she said. 

“I don't believe David Parrott is biased or 
has done anything wrong,” she said. “This 
defuses the case. The case is still pending 
so I can't make any further comments. 

"There's been that breakdown and 
sometimes you have to follow gut instincts. 
I feel that this was the right thing to do." 

Attorney Day said he would introduce a 
pretrial motion to dismiss the charges when 
they appear before Judge Oakley. 

He said the case is defective because 
it "doesn't allege all the elements of the 
crime." 

After Day presented his motion to 
disqualify the judge to Judge Parrott, the 
judge quietly read the first three pages 
written by Day. 

"Some of the allegations made here 
are that Mr. Chapman was facing jail if 
convicted," Judge Parrott said, referring to 
the previous conviction of Chapman in his 
courtroom. “Criminals belong in jail.” 

“Quite frankly, I would be more than 
happy to exclude myself from all cases 
concerning Mr. Chapman. It probably 
would decrease my workload.” 

Then Judge Parrott got to the final two 
pages of the document, an affidavit sworn 
to by Chapman in which Chapman claimed 
he did a tree job at the judge’s house. Judge 
Parrott said yes he did and noted all of the 
judges have interaction in the community. 

Then he got to the part where Chapman 


swore Van Buren Police were giving 
special services to the judge and the judge 
said they had not. 

“This is an attempt to slander my 
character,” Judge Parrott said, noting 
Chapman reached back to comment on 
Parrott’s ex-wife and the reason for their 
split. 

“Just because he did a job for me ... I 
wanted to give him a job to help him along 

.. No good deed goes unpunished.” 

Judge Parrott said in all good conscience 
he cannot grant the motion since he has no 
prejudice against the defendant. 

He said nothing has happened in the last 
14 days and a motion must be made within 
14 days, “So you must have had a reason... 
Six weeks ago, there was no mention made 
for disqualifying.” 

“The week before you asked Judge Green 
to disqualify me,” Judge Parrott said. 

"['ve made my ruling and you can take 
this before Judge Green,’ Judge Parrott 
said and Day nodded. 

“I have a motion to dismiss on the 
complaint,” Day said. 

“But I can’t do it, Mr. Day,” Judge Parrott 
said, noting he may no longer have the 
case, and then he called Day and Assistant 
Prosecutor Doug Dwyer up for a private 
sidebar discussion. 

One of the many allegations against 
Parrott in Chapman's affidavit was that 
the only reason Chapman was arrested 
for a driving while intoxicated charge in 
Sumpter Township was that a VBT police 
officer put pressure on a Sumpter officer to 
arrest Chapman.

VBT Board gives facts 
on upcoming millage 


Dear Residents, 

You have been hearing and reading about 
the upcoming Public Safety Millage and 
we want to provide you with some facts. 

On Nov. 3, 2015 you will be asked to 
consider providing 6.5 mills for Public 
Safety. The Public Safety Department 
includes: Police, Fire, 911 Dispatch, 
Ordinance Enforcement and Animal 
Control. 

Currently the cost for these services 
exceeds $7 million annually and is funded 
through the current 4.0 mill dedicated 
Public Safety Millage (generating 
approximately $3.4 million), $1 million 
from Waste Management as a guaranteed 
grant and over $3 million from the General 
Fund. 

Looking over your tax bill you will notice 
that most of what you pay goes to Wayne 
County and the school systems. Only 91 
mill goes to Van Buren Charter Township 
General Fund. The General Fund also 
includes funding from State Shared 
Revenue, grants, fees for services, and 
fines and costs. It is only with the addition 
of Landfill tipping funds that we are able 
to provide the full range of services to 
our community. Department Directors do 
an amazing job providing these services 
while staying within budgetary constraints. 
However, landfills eventually fill up and 
when this happens landfill revenue will be 
gone. 

In 2003 the Township sold bonds to fund 
the infrastructure at Visteon Village. The 
Board pledged full faith and credit backing 
the bonds with assurances from the County, 
State and professional bond counsel that 
it was a sound financial decision. The 
plan was for Visteon to build their world 
headquarters and develop the surrounding 
property with hotels, restaurants, retail and 
housing, all of which would generate tax 
revenue sufficient to cover future bond 
payments. 

In 2009 Visteon filed bankruptcy and 
all development of the property ceased. 
As part of the bankruptcy settlement the

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Township received $10 million in Visteon 
stock. A government cannot legally own 
stock therefore, they were sold at the 
prevailing rate of 65 cents on the dollar. 
We have been using that $6.5 million to 
make the bond payments over the past five 
years. Our financial advisors project that 
in 2019 those funds will be depleted and 
the Township will not generate enough 
revenue to make the bond payments. 

If we are unable to make the bond payments 
the State of Michigan could appoint an 
emergency manager and allocate all funds, 
except those for mandated services, to 
be paid toward the bond debt. Mandated 
services are defined as Fire protection, 
Elections, Tax Collection and Assessing. 
All other services you have come to depend 
on and enjoy could be at risk. We are legally 
bound to this debt. Doing nothing is not an 
option. 

We realize there is never a good time 
to raise taxes. You entrust us to develop a 
plan to meet the needs of the community 
and address issues as they arise. Be assured 
we are doing just that! For us to begin 
to set aside funds for the bond payments 
we need to address the underfunding of 
Public Safety through the current millage.

Jury finds Ralph Rosas 
guilty on two counts, 
sentencing set Oct. 30 


Ralph Rosas, 28, after four days of trial 
was found guilty by a jury of Assault to Do 
Great Bodily Harm Less Than Murder and 
Armed Robbery, for the Sumpter Roller 
Rink incidents last Halloween. 

He was found not guilty of Assault with 
Intent to Murder and a charge of Assault 
with a Dangerous Weapon was dismissed. 

His sentencing is set for Oct. 30 before 
Judge Craig S. Strong, almost a year to 
the day after the stabbing and gunplay at 
Sumpter Roller Rink. 

Circuit Court Judge Strong reviewed a 
bond recommendation and then raised 
Rosas’ bond to $750,000 cash or surety. 
Rosas has been in jail since his arrest on 
June 22. 

A jury trial began Oct. 5 at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice and ended Oct. 9. 
The case was then referred to the probation 
department for a pre-sentence report. 

Two other men who participated in 
the Halloween stabbing and gunplay in 
Sumpter are still at large.

The Belleville Area District Library 
plans to have architect Dan Whisler with 
proposed drawings of a library addition at 
its Nov. 10 board meeting and bond counsel 
Paul Stoddard to teach Bond 101 at its Dec. 
8 meeting. 

At its regular meeting Oct. 13, the board 
discussed various locations for the addition, 
since the board has pretty much decided to 
keep the present building and build onto it 


instead of building a big, new building. 

In her building committee report, 
chairperson Joy Cichewicz said in a 
conversation with Stoddard, they discussed 
from 9 to 14 mills and the best time to 
have a bond vote. She said it should be a 
November 2016 election, since the bond 
couldn’t be issued in December and would 
be in April 2017. 

It would be on the summer tax bill.

Suchy, the interest payment would come

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District library board to bring architect, bond counsel to meetings 


due before the money comes in from the 
taxes. 

Director Suchy said Stoddard, who is 
conservative, is taking a slightly more 
conservative opinion of growth. For the 
last bond, it was 2% a year growth, but not 
now. 

Cichewicz said Stoddard needs to 
know the median home value for all three 
communities in the district. She said a 
Realtor might have that information. 

Architect Whisler was at a recent building 
committee meeting where he presented 
several “footprints” for a building addition. 
Suchy passed out copies of the drawings he 
used in his presentation. 

Mary Ban of Sumpter Township asked 
why they are using the same architect they 
had for the failed project and Cichewicz 
said Whisler was already familiar with the 
library and what the board wants. He has 
done a huge amount of work for the library 
and it would be hard to start over. 

“More expensive,” said board member 
Sharon Peters. 

"He's easy to work with and knows what 
we want," said board member John Juriga. 

“Would the city fathers consider Main 
Street as a location?" asked Ban. 

"No," said Juriga, who serves on the 
city's planning commission. 

“Main Street is zoned commercial,” said 
Cichewicz, “and would require a variance 
and they’d have to give us one.” 

Ban said the properties that would be 


good for the library are still for sale on 
Main. 

“That was our favorite plan," Cichewicz 
said. “Kind of like a cultural corridor,” she 
said referring to having the museum on one 
side and the library on the other side of the 
street. 

“These are all pictures of renovations 
that would make it possible to stay in 
this building,’ Cichewicz said of the 
architectural footprints distributed. 

“Image is very important, that we’re not 
wasting money,” Juriga said. 

Cichewicz agreed. “The perception of the 
community is important.” 

Peters said building over Fourth Street 
puts them close to the idea of a cultural 
center, “maximizing our integration into 
civic activity.” 

“Tt’s still very early and we have to talk to 
the city,” Peters said. 

Suchy said she and Deputy Director Hilary 
Savage have been working on cutting back 
the space needed to about 30,000 square 
feet and has cut it down to 32,800 square 
feet so far. 

She said the original 2014 building 
proposal was 48,445 square feet and 
had never been revised downward to the 
announced 45,000. 

She said they have eliminated the café, 
the automatic book handling, and decided 
the heating/cooling units have to be on the 
roof, since there wouldn't be enough space 
inside.

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VBT Board approves settlements for 2 law suits, OKs paving plan

After an hour in closed-door session 
discussing another law suit on Oct. 15 the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
came into public session and unanimously 
approved its attorney’s recommendation in 
the case of Paul Bevins, et al. v. Charter 
Township of Van Buren. 

The township’s attorney on this case is 
Ethan Vinson and it was announced this 
is the final recommendation in the case, 
meaning it is now settled. 

This case, #13-14497, started in Wayne 
County Circuit Court and then was sent on 
to Judge Arthur J. Tarnow at U.S. District 
Court in Detroit. 

The second law suit voted on at the Oct. 
15 special meeting was that of Anthony 
Karver v. Van Buren Township, et al., #14- 
007522-CZ. 

The township’s attorney on this case 
is Carlito Young. The board voted 
unanimously to approve the attorney’s 
recommendation on the case. 

This is the case the board met in closed- 
door session for an hour discussing with 
Young before coming into public session 
to approve Young’s recommendation. 

No information was given publicly by 
the board on the recommendation, but it is 
presumed to be a settlement offer. 

In other business at the Oct. 15 meeting, 
the board voted unanimously to award 
the contract for paving repairs in the 


Walden Woods subdivision to Fiore 
Enterprises in the amount of $214,646.80 
and also approved a 10% contingency as 
recommended by the township engineer. 

The board had postponed action on this 
project at its Oct. 13 meeting, wanting 
to have the Wayne County Commission 
formally approve the intergovernmental 
agreement that pays for 80% of the 
Walden Woods project, as well as 80% 
for the Dewitt, Jeannette, Venetian road 
resurfacing project. 

VBT Director of Planning and Economic 
Development Ron Akers attended the 
meeting of the County Commission earlier 
that day and reported that the commission 
unanimously approved the agreement. He 
said the commission's attorney told him 
the township will have a signed, executed 
contract within a week. 

Trustees Reggie Miller and Jeff Jahr 
said they were uncomfortable with not 
having the signed agreement in hand first. 
But when they learned that if Terreverde, 
the contractor for the Dewitt, Jeannette, 
Venetian project, doesn't start work the 
next day, Oct. 16, it will have to put the 
project off until spring, they decided to 
move it along. 

The Dewitt, Jeannette, Venetian project 
is asphalt and if they delay any longer 
there won't be time to do the work before 
the asphalt companies close for the winter, 
Akers said. 

The Walden Woods project is concrete so

there is more leeway. 

About a half dozen people from Walden 
Woods were on hand for the vote on their 
project. 

"Thank you for voting to get our road 
repaired," said Karen Spirl, vice president 
of the 


Walden Woods Homeowners 


Association, after the vote.

Court Watching: 
Omnik Ceceyan bound 


over in charge he 
strangled his son

On Oct. 7, a preliminary exam was held 
before 34^ District Court Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks Green for Onnik Hacik Ceceyan, 
57. 

He was charged with assaulting his son 
by strangulation on June 4 in an apartment 
at 46070 Lake Villa Drive in Van Buren 
Township. Ceceyan was out on $10,000 
personal recognizance bond. 

Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor Doug 
Dwyer called one witness Kevin Ceceyan, 
the son, who testified his father “choked 
me out" for 9-10 seconds and then he broke 
away and called VBT police. 

"[ didn't do anything," Kevin testified, 
saying his father kept saying, “f—k blood.” 
He said his father was aggressive and angry. 
When the father put his hands around 
Kevin's neck, "I felt my breath faintly

At the end of the meeting, several council 
members commented on Hamm’s death. 
Councilwoman Kim Tindall said she had 
a “numbness and shock over Bill Hamm's 
death,” which she called an “unspeakable 
loss to the tri-community.” 


disappearing. I was still able to breathe, but 
not normally. I felt my pulse in my throat.” 

When Dwyer asked if he was afraid, Kevin 
said he was. 

Court appointed defense attorney David 
Lankford asked Kevin his age, which was 
27. Lankford pointed out his dad is 30 years 
older. The two men have the same height, 
about 5’7”, with Kevin being 210 pounds 
and the dad about 160 pounds. 

He pointed out Kevin had considerably 
more body mass. Kevin testified he sought 
no medical treatment for his neck and saw 
no marks on his neck. 

“I broke free,” Kevin testified, adding, “I 
could tell he wasn’t using all his pressure.” 

Lankford said Kevin was able to slip 
out because the father held him “with two 
hands lightly,” as Kevin stated in his June 4 
statement to police. 

In re-cross examination, Dwyer asked 
about previous contact with his father and 
Kevin said this choking happened four days 
to a week after his father called him and said 
he was going to “shoot my fat ass.” 

Lankford objected twice and Judge 
Green overruled him twice. Dwyer said the 
statement shows hostility toward the son. 

“He pulled a gun on me in the past ... 
He was living with me at the time,” Kevin 
said. 

“But he didn’t ‘shoot your fat ass,” 
Lankford asked and Judge Green asked 
Lankford to rephrase his question. “I was 
only quoting his testimony," Lankford 
replied. 

There were no other witnesses and Dwyer 
asked for Ceceyan to be bound over to 
circuit court. He said the father intentionally 
impeded normal breathing. 

Lankford said there was not sufficient 
harm for the charges. 

Judge Green noted Kevin testified that 
the father was “choking you out” but she 
doubts it was the kind of choking that is a 
10-year felony. Because there was choking, 
she bound Ceceyan over to circuit court for 
an arraignment on the information on Oct. 
21.

The Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources has given a 10.5-acre parcel of 
land to Sumpter Township without charge. 

The parcel abuts a 10.14-acre parcel 
already owned by the township and the two 
together make a rectangular piece of land.

The offer from the DNR was announced 
by Deputy Treasurer Karen Armatis at 
the Sumpter board’s regular meeting on 
Oct. 13. She said usually there is a fee of 
$300 for such a transfer, but they are not 
charging Sumpter. 

Township attorney Rob Young 
recommended accepting the property 
stipulating a title search and combination. 
He said the title search would cost about 
$300. The board unanimously accepted the 
parcel with stipulations.

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Jeffrey Rochon pleads 
guilty to MDOP, arson 
charge dropped

Jeffrey Edwin Rochon, 31, of Sumpter 
Township has pled guilty to malicious 
destruction of personal property from 
$1,000 to less than $20,000, and the 
second-degree arson charge against him 
was dismissed. 

He was bound over to circuit court by 34" 
District Court Judge Tina Brooks Green on 
Sept. 16 who signed an order for pretrial 
services to review his case. Circuit Court 
Judge Deborah A. Thomas arraigned him 
on the information Sept. 23 and reduced 
Rochon’s $500,000 cash bond to $7,500 or 
10%. 

He is scheduled to be sentenced by Judge 
Thomas on Nov. 4. 

Rochon was arrested by Van Buren police 
for the arson fire that occurred on July 28 
at 6040 Victoria in Van Buren Township. It 
was alleged Rochon burned the residence 
of the mother of his two children. No one 
was home at the time of the fire. 

The arson charge that was dropped in a 
plea deal carried a maximum penalty of 
20 years in prison and/or $20,000 or three 
times the value of the property damaged or 
destroyed. 

The MDOP charge is a five-year felony 
and carries a fine of up to $10,000 or three 
times the amount of the property damaged 
or destroyed. 

Rochon was held in the Wayne County 
Jail from his Aug. 31 arrest to the time the 
judge reduced his bond on Sept. 23. 

VBT Detective Donovan McCarthy is the 
officer in charge of the case.
